road Deal.

A N O T H E R R A IL R O A D D E A L . 


R u m o rs t h a t th e V a n d e rb ilts w iU C o n tro l 
th e U n io n F aclfic. 
C h ic a g o, Ja n e U th .—It is practically cer­ 
tain that after the next annual meeting of 
the Union Pacific the Vanderbilts will be in 
control, and that President H ughitt of the 
Northwestern will be President of the en­ 
tire Union Pacific and Northwestern sys­ 
tems. 
*• 
' 
Little by little enough facts have leaked 
out to demonstrate that this contract be 
tween the Union Pacific and the N orth­ 
western was a contract by a Vanderbilt 
with a Vanderbilt, and has been simply a 
test which has proved that the two systems 
can be more economically operated as one. 
None of the Northwestern officials will 
talk for publication on the subject, but 
manifest a knowledge that they ail know 
the change is coming. A rem ark made by 
one of them to-day that the competing 
roads should not object to their contract 
w ith the Union Pacific ifit covered the oper­ 
ations of but one line, showed that the 
Vanderbilts have already completed a true 
transcontinental line, reaching from New 
York to San Francisco, and including the 
New York Central, Lake Shore, Michigan 
Central, Northwestern, Union Pacific and 
the leased lines of the Southern Pacific to 
San Francisco. 


H E A V Y F A IL U R E . 


T oo M u c h S p e c u la tio n F o rc e s a T e m p o ­ 
r a r y S u sp en sio n . 
Ch ic a g o, June 
11th.—The failure of 
Robert W arren & Co., a heavy English 
house operating on the Board ol Trade 
here, is officially announced. The firm is 
heavily long on wheat, pork, lard and ribs. 
W arren, when asked as to the am ount of 
the liabilities, said he did not know. 
His 
money was tied up, but he hoped to c,e 
able to come out even. The announce­ 
m ent caused a heavy break in articles dealt 
in by the firm. 
W heat dropped to 88c. 
and mess pork to $11 75 when the firm’s 
holdings were thrown on the m arket, but 
they subsequently recovered. 
W arren & 
Co. have been rated high, but recently 
they have been speculating heavily on the 
wrong side. Its former business was chiefly 
exporting hog products. The liabilities 
are reported to be $500,000. 
W arren was au individual operator, using 
the firm’s name. H e ie said to have owned 
one-third of all the cash wheat in Chicago, 
as he has bought all along in the recent 
drop in prices, the Bank of Montreal, 
which is holding the wheat as security for 
money advanced, is reported to have shut 
down on him . 
W arren, when interviewed this after­ 
noon, made light of the m atter. 
“The 
whole thing is offset.” said he. 
“Our as­ 
sets cover our liabilities. Through an over­ 
sight, the deposit of a check was neglected 
this morning. The m atter has been bal­ 
anced and our business will go on.” 


S E A L F IS H IN G . 


O rd e rs to D is m a n tle E v e ry V essel S e a l­ 
in g in B e h rin g S e a . 


N ew Y o r k , June 11th.—The Herald says 
editorially; Two revenue cutters have set 
sail from 8eattle with instructions to cap­ 
ture and dism antle every vessel found seal­ 
ing in the Behring Sea, w hether British or 
American. 
Between thirty or forty Cana­ 
dian sealing vessels are now in that sea. 
Such of them as are caught by our cutters 
will undoubtedly suffer the penalty pre­ 
scribed. 
~ ‘ 
It is reported a modus vivendi was pro­ 
posed by the British Government pending 
the completion of the negotiations, bnt this 
was refused by Blaine, and as Congress has 
not chosen to change the law. it is the duty 
of the President to enforce it. 
Practically 
the modus vivendi would have been a com­ 
m and from Salisbury to his “semi-depend­ 
ent, but irresponsible agent,” Sir lohn 
Macdonald, to prevent depredations by his 
people on the fur-bearing anim als pending 
negotiations, but this does not seem to have 
occurred to Salisbury. 
Senator Morgan, in an interview, m ain­ 
tains the right of our Government to pro­ 
tect the fur-seal in any part of Behring Sea. 
The best modus vivendi with a poacher is an 
agreem ent that he shall stop poaching 
pending negotiations. 


P R O H IB IT IO N . 


A rg u m e n ts fo r a n il A g a in s t its A d o p ­ 
tio n . 
N ew Y ork. June 11th —Rev. Dr. Deems 
was made President ot the National Tem ­ 
perance Congress which convenes here to­ 
day, and began work bv discussing the 
question, “ Is State and National Prohibi­ 
tion Desirable and Feasible?” 
H e held it 
desirable, and instanced the condition of 
Maine now and before its temperance legis­ 
lation. 
Robert Graham, who was introduced as 
a representative of a church movem ent in 
behalf of temperance, took the ground that 
National or State prohibition was neither 
desirable nor feasible. The total prohibi­ 
tion of the sale or manufacture of wines 
and fermented or distilled liquors, be said, 
would be an extrem e law, and should have 
an im ptegnable basis. 
Prohibition, he 
asserted, was not effective. 
H e was in fa­ 
vor of high license. 
The next topic taken up was the battle 
at Omaha, the opening address being made 
by Professor Cornwall, of Aberdeen, 8. D. 
This referred to the pending struggle in be­ 
half of the prohibition am endm ent in 
Nebraeka. 
The day was given up to the discussion 
of papers of kindred topics. 
At the evening session Rev. Dr. Howard 
Crosby denounced prohibition as untimely 
and im practicable at the present time. 
H e 
favored high license. H e urged unity of 
action in the tem perance cause.

8ynod, in session in this city, to-day adopt­ 
ed unanim ously a long series of resolu­ 
tions touching their attitude on the public 
school question and compulsory education. 
They refer to legislation of a recent date 
in several States, and say in part: 
We consider public schools a necessity on ac­ 
count of the conditions created by th e Consti­ 
tution o f the U nited States, especially in its re­ 
lation to the church. As A m erican citizens we 
are obliged and are w illing to contribute to the 
m aintenance of public schools, although we 
are thereby burdened m ore th an other citizens 
in also m aintaining our own parochial schools. 
E stablishing and 
m aintenance of C hristian 
schools 
is 
w ith 
us 
a 
m atter 
o f 
con­ 
science, 
not 
considering 
th e 
fact 
th a t 
we 
wish 
to 
preserve 
for 
our 
children, thq precious blessing of the Ger­ 
m an language. 
Instruction in this language 
could not be given up if we bear in m ind the 
present slate of our congregations, consisting 
mostly of recently im m igrated m em bers, if we 
wish to preserve our children for the L utheran 
Church. We protest against th e use of public 
school funds for parochial or private schools. 
We favor com pulsory attendance at school. It, 
how ever, tx io g left to the discretion of their 
parents to select th e school to w hich they wish 
to send th eir children. Wc are oppo-ed to com ­ 
pulsory attendance, if thereby it Is understood 
to be com pulsory attendance at public schools 
if they are not in accord w ith the spirit of th e 
Constitution ot th e U nited States. 


T H E C A B S T R IK E . 


T h e M ayor C alls a M eetin g o f C itizen s to 
D iscu ss th e S itu a tio n . 
Columbus, June 11th.—The Consolidated 
Street Railway made another effort to start 
cars this m orning. The cars proceeded but 
a few squares, where thousands had gath­ 
ered. and were blocked with some rubbish. 
W omen took a hand in stopping the cars. 
The Mayor was present, and ordered the 
arrest of two citizens who were blocking 
the tracks. 
The situation was threatening, 
but no one was injured. 
The employes at some of the leading 


manufactories closed down and turned out 
as soon as they learned that the cars were 
to be started, their object being to aid the 
strikers. 
The Mayor is going to call a meeting of 
citizens to consider the situation. 
The 
company insists on protection from the 
police, and the Mayor claims that the po­ 
lice force is inadequate to the task. 
If a compromise is not reached, the 
Mayor states he will ask for the m ilitia if a 
dem and is made by the street railroad 
company. 
The attem pt to start the cars proved a 
complete failure, and the cars were returned 
to the barn. 
Another attem pt was made to run cars in 
the afternoon, but w ithout success. The 
Mayor has called a meeting of leading citi­ 
zens for to-morrow to discuss the best 
means of disposing of the trouble. 
He 
states that the worst feature of the strike is 
the fact that the City Council has indorsed 
the course of the strikers and denounced 
the company, and has extended other 
financial encouragements which renders a 
settlem ent almost impossible. 


T H E CROSS M U R D E R . 


A W itn e s s T e lls H ow th e Dee<l w a s C o m ­ 
m itte d . 
P a r is (111.), Ju n e 11th.—A jury in the 
Cross m urder case was im paneled this 
evening. H erbert Tonney, the principal 
witness for the Government, made a state­ 
m ent as follow s: John M. Cross, Sheriff 
of Stevens countv, Kansas, on July 24 
-1888, sum m oned Rollin W ilcox, Ted Eaton, 
Robert Herbert and him self to go with him 
to No M an’s Land to prevent some trouble 
there. They went at once, and, on their 
failure to find the parties, started back 
home. 
Od the night of Ju ly 25th thev stopped 
at a hay camp nine miles from the Kansas 
line, where they were surrounded about 
m idnight and compelled 
to surrender. 
After surrendering they were forced to hold 
up their hands and be disarmed. 
W hen 
their pistols were taken from them they 
were all shot. 
W itness was shot through 
the shoulder, and when conscious feigned 
death, and when the attacking party satis­ 
fied themselves that the Sheriff and posse 
were all dead they w ent away. W itness 
then got his horse and managed to reach a 
settlem ent at noon the next day. 
The news of the killing had already pre­ 
ceded him there, and a party had gone 
after the bodies of the murdered men. 
W itness identified am ong the attacking 
party C. E. Cook, F. M. Donald, O. J. 
Cook, G. B. Chamberlain, J. W . Calvert, 
Sam Robinson and Jos. W rigley. 
Before the cross-examination of the w it­ 
ness was begun the Court adjourned till 9 
o’clock to-morrow m orning.

W a sh in g t o n, June l l t h —The depend­ 
ent pension bill, as agreed upon by the con­ 
ference and reported to the House to-day, 
after providing for pensioning dependent 
parents, says that all persons who served 
three m onths or more in the m ilitary or 
naval service of the United States during 
the war of the rebellion, and who have 
been honorably discharged therefrom, and 
who are now or may be hereafter suffering 
from m ental or physical disability of a per­ 
m anent character, not the result of their 
own vicious habits which incapacitates 
them for the performance of manual labor 
in snch degree as to rend»r them unable to 
earn their support, shall be placed upon 
the list of invalid pensioners of the United 
States, and be entitled to receive pensions 
not to exceed $12 per m onth and not less 
than $6 per m onth, in proportion to their 
inability to earn their support, such pen­ 
sion to continue during the existence of 
such disability. 
Rank in service shall not 
be considered in the applications filed un­ 
der this Act. 
Provision is made for pensioning, at the 
rate of $8 per m onth, widows of men who 
served ninety days, w ithout proving that 
death was the result of arm v service, and 
likewise granting $2 per m onth to each 
child under 16 years of age. 


C O M M IT T E E 
W O R K . 


T h e H o u se S ilv er B ill C o n s id e re d a n d 
A m e n d e d . 
W a sh in g t o n , June U th .—The Senate 
Committee on Finance to-day considered 
and amended the House silver bill. The 
provision m aking certificates, issued in 
paym ent for bullion, legal tender for pub­ 
lic and private debts, was struck out, leav­ 
ing them receivable for customs taxes and 
public dues. 
The 
customs redemption 
clause was stricken out; also the section 
providing for free coinage of silver w hen­ 
ever the m arket price is $1 for 371 25 grains 
pure silver. The Act is made to take effect 
in thirty days alter its passage, and shall 
term inate at the expiration of ten years 
therefrom. This action of the committee 
is not unanim ous, but the minority will 
m ake no report, reserving the right to offer 
am endm ents on the floor of the Senate. 
The striking out of the redem ption bullion 
clause was practically unanim ous. 
The Senate Judiciary Committee has fa­ 
vorably reported a bill for the suspension 
of Section 5574, revised statutes, for a pe­ 
riod of ten years. This section of the re­ 
vised statutes reads as follows : “ No guano 
shall be taken from any island, rock or key 
not w ithin the lawful jurisdiction of anv 
other Government, and not occupied by 
the citizens of any other Government, ex­ 
cept for the use ot United States citizens or 
of persons resident therein.” 
The House Public Buildings Committee 
ordered a favorable report on the bill for a 
$300,000 Postoffice building at San Diego, 
Cal.

IN THE SENATE. 


W a s h in g t o n , June llth .—In theS enate to-day, 
adverse reports were m ade from the Finance 
Committee on Stanford’s bill for Governm ent 
loans or liens on real estate, and on the bill to 
abolish m etal monev. 
The H .u se silver bill was taken up and Eustis 
addressed the Senate. He spoke in favor of u n ­ 
restricted coinage, and was followed bv senator 
Turpie on the sam e side. The silver bill th en 
w ent over until to morrow. 
The Senate bill to prohibit the m onopoly of 
the transportation of cattle to foreign countries 
was passed, w ith an am endm ent th at it shall 
not apply to ve:sel room already contracted. 
The Senate joint resolution in regard to the 
export trade in cattle was then passed. 
It requires th e President of tne United States 
to cause correspondence and negotia ions to be 
held w ith the authorities of Great Britain for 
the purpose of securing the abrogation or m odi­ 
fication of the laws now enforced w hich require 
cattle im ported into Great B ritain from the 
United States to be slaughtered at the port of 
entry, and prohibiting th e sam e from being 
carried alive to other places in said Kingdom . 
The Senate bill to provide for the inspection 
of live cattle and beef products intended for 
export to foreign countries was th en taken up 
and passed. 
It requires th e Secretary of A griculture to 
cause to be m ade a careful inspection of all live 
cattle «¡nd beef products intended for export to 
foreign countries from the U nited states, w ith a 
view to ascertain w hich of such cattle and beef 
products are free from disease, and for this p u r­ 
pose he m ay appoint an inspector, w ho shall be 
authorized to give an official certificate clearly 
stating the condition in w hich such anim als and 
beef products are lound. and no clearance shall 
be given any vessel having on board cattle or 
beef products for exportation to a foreign coun­ 
try unles the ow ner or shipper of such cattle 
has a certificate from th e inspector stating th a t 
said cattle or beef products are sound and free 
bom disease. 
The Senate then proceeded to th e considera­ 
tion of individual pension bills on the calendar, 
and passed seventy-fl ve of them . 
After an executive session the Senate a d ­ 
journed. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
W a s h in g t o n , June llth . — To-day, in the 
House, th e Speaker announced the appoint­ 
m ent of Mills of Texas as a m em ber of the Com­ 
m ittee on Itules, and T urner of Georgia os a 
m em ber of the Com m ittee on Ways and Means, 
to fill vacancies occasioned by the resignation 
of Carlisle of K entncky. 
M orrill of Kansas presented a conference re­ 
port on the Senate dependent[pension bill. 
Morrill objected. The previous question was 
ordered—yeas 119, nays 76. 
M orrill, in explanation of the report, stated 
th a t the Conference Com m ittee struck on the 
dependent feature of the Senate bill and the 
service feature of the House bill. The m easure 
as determ ined upon, is not exactly w liat he 
would desire, bnt was the best he could obtain 
It would distribute 335,000,000 am ong the poor 
soldiers of the nation. 
Yale of Ohio protested against th e conference 
report, holding th at it ignored the dem ands of 
the soldiers. 
Springer of Illinois entered a vigorous protest 
against the m anner in w hich the bill was 
brought before the House, as no opportunity 
w as offered th e m em bers to exam ine its pro­ 
visions. 
* 
Cannon of Illinois favored the bill on the 
ground th a t it w ould place on the pension rolls 
250.000 nam es and increase the pension of 50,000 
m en now on the rolls. 
McComas of M aryland elicited a round of ap­ 
plause by reference to M orrill as th e best friend 
th e soldier had in th e House for m any years. 
The conference report was agreed to—yeas 
145, nays £6. 
Stew art of V erm ont presented a conference 
report on the Senate anti-trust bill. It w ent 
over w ithout action un til to-morrow, and the 
House adjourned.

A Son S h o o ts H is M o th e r au il E n d s Hi« 
O w n L ife. 


P o r t l a n d , June U th —A double tragedy 
occurred at Milwaukee, near'here, this 
morning, which resulted in the death of a 
mother and her son. 
Daniel Harvey, who 
has lived for many years at the home of 
h :s mother. Mrs. Mary Bunnell, aud his 
stepfather, Charles 
Bunnell, 
shot 
his 
mother through the tem ple with a pistol 
and then placing the weapon to his head 
blew his own brains out. 
Both mother 
and son lived until about 9 o’clock, when 
death came to their relief. 
The family 
was living on a fruit farm about a miíe 
east of Milwaukee. 
Harvey was 35 years of age and u n ­ 
married, while his m other was 65 years of 
age. The family has always lived peace­ 
ably together and Harvey seemed particu­ 
larly kind to his mother. 
Harvey 
owned 
a 
farm until abont 
two m onths aeo, when 
he sold it 
for 
$12,000. 
W hile he has always been of a 
morose and sullen disposition, he seemed to 
be particularly despondent since the sale 
of his property. 
H e regretted the sale, ar.d 
attempted to buy the farm back again. His 
mind began to be affected, and he seemed 
to think that w ithout his farm he would 
soon starve to death. 
W hile talking to a 
friend a few days ago he intim ated that he 
would cause a sensation in the com m unity. 
He did not state what it was, and no one 
gave the m atter any thought. 
About six o’clock this m orning Harvey 
arose, and after loading his revolver be 
opened the door of the room where his 
m other and stepfather were asleep 
Step­ 
ping up to the bedside he placed the 
weapon near the right temple of his m other 
and fired. H e then walked to the foot of 
the bed and sent a bullet into his own 
brain. 
Mr. Bunnell, who is very deaf, was sleep­ 
ing beside his wife, bnt did not hear the 
pistol shots. Several minutes after the 
shooting, however, he awoke and saw his 
wife by his side covered with blood and 
Harvey on the floor w rithing in the last 
agonies of death. 
H e im m ediately gave 
the alarm, and the Coroner took charge of 
the bodies. 
The Coroner’s jury found a verdict that 
Harvey shot his m other and then shot 
him self while laboring under a fit of tem ­ 
porary insanity. 


W IL Y C H IN E S E . 


T h e y F in d T h e m se lv e s in a S ad P lig h t 
in M ex ico . 
S an F rancisco, June U ih .—Collector 
Phelp9 to-day explained what was being 
done to prevent the Chinese from entering 
the United States across the Mexican bor­ 
der. Special Agent Irvine and another 
officer were appointed to go with the Chi­ 
nese who arrived at this port in transit to 
Guaymas. Thev disguised themselves as 
miners, and sailed April 25th on 
the 
steamer Newbern for Guaymas, in com­ 
pany with the 
Chinese. " The officers 
mingled with the Chinese, and studied 
their features until they could swear to 
each m an’s identity. Twenty Chinese who 
bought tickets to Guaymas left the steamer 
at Ensenada. 
Telegraphing to the Collector at San 
Diego to look out for these, the officers 
continued on with the rest. 
Arriving at 
Guaymas the Chinese left on the railroad 
in the direction of Nogales, accompanied 
by the officers, but when within sixty 
milps of Nogales and close to the border of 
the United States the Chinese left the train 
and went into camp. 
The two officers went on to Nogales and 
made preparations to capture the Chinese 
the m om ent they crossed the border, but 
the Mongolians did not cross, and some 
time after were joined by more, m aking a 
total of 180 Chinese in the camp. 
Two weeks ago a Chinese letter was cap­ 
tured which, on being interpreted, showed 
that the Chinese had been informed of the 
preparations for their capture. 
This ex­ 
plained their long delay in attem pting to 
cross the border. 
Twenty-four were re­ 
cently captnred by Inspector McCoy, and 
are held at Tucson; twenty-eight left Alta, 
in Mexico, folic wed by McCoy, and four 
may have perished on the desert. 
The Chinese in camp near the border 
find themselves in an unpleasant predica­ 
ment. If they cross they will be captured. 
They cannat go south or east because of 
the Apaches, and on the west and north­ 
west lies a great desert. Their countrymen 
at Guaymas are hostile to them , and'w hat 
will become of them Collector Phelps can­ 
not say. 
The work of Irvine and his associates 
shows that the flood of Chinese who had 
taken passage for Guaymas did so to sm ug­ 
gle themselves into the United States, and 
shows the wisdom of stopping the Chinese 
in transit at this port.

But we think it will be the part of wis­ 
dom to err upon the side of caution rather 
than refuse to act affirmatively upon the 
protest of the doctors. Enough is known 
of hypnotism to establish the fact that by 
its means one person can gain marvelous 
control over the will of another, and can 
exercise such power for ill. Indeed, there 
I is some evidence to sustain the doctrine 
that one may be forced to the commission 
of crime while under the hypnotic control 
ot another. In the Eyraud case that is 
the defense of the Bompard woman— 
probably a deceitful one. Nevertheless, 
the French physicians have enough of 
doubt concerning the possibility of the 
claim being true that one can, by his 
operator, be compelled to commit infamous 
offenses while under the hypnotic influ­ 
ence, to justify a long, and, as yet, unsettled 
conference upon the subject. In the re­ 
cent experiments made at the request of 
the Government of France,. a skilled 
operator proved beyond question that he 
had control, absolutely, of the subject. But 
as to how far evidence of hypnotism should 
be received by the Courts in criminal and 
similar cases was not arrived at, and the 
board of scientists adjourned to think it 


THUMBS DOWN. 
Have we returned to the brutal days of 
the Amphitheater, when thumbs down by 
the spectators to the contests of the arena 
signified that the victor must satisfy the 
lust for blood by finishing his foe ? It 
would certainly seem so. 
In the brutal prize fight íd a San Fran­ 
cisco licensed athletic club, in which one 
of the sloggers met his death, it is said 
that the thirst for the brutal sport was 
such that the onlookers urged the victor on 
to a beatiDg of his opponent that was sick­ 
ening in its savagery. Yet what else 
could have been expected. The depraved 
taste has been cultivated by municipal law 
in that city. The so-called athletic clubs, 
where in skin-tight gloves hired ruffians 
beat each other into insensibility, are 
chartered by the municipal authorities. 
As these clubs grew older it was not 
reasonable to expect that their patrons 
would be satisfied with mere knock-outs. 
Appetites sated with such food demand 
greater stimulants, and more bloody and 
tragic nutriment, and so life is sacrificed 
to appease these unhealthy and debauched 
tastes. 
It seems to make no sort of difference 
that the State law denounces these con­ 
tests as felonies; San Francisco, in the in­ 
sufferable pride of power, coolly sets the 
law aside and declares that prize fights for 
money purses are legitimate and commend­ 
able. The assumption that thus coolly 
brushes away the statutes of the common­ 
wealth is responsible for the death of the 
wretch who was pummeled ’till life was 
extinct. 
Somebody should be held to accounta­ 
bility ; somebody should be punished for 
this manslaughter; not only the brute 
who killed his opponent, but the sleeker 
brutes that set him on, and the authorities 
who gave him the seemiDg right to do it, 
should be brought to bar—if not of the 
law, at least to that of public contempt 
and execration. 


SUTTEE’S FOET SAVED. 
Colonel C. F. Crocker, in behalf of the 
estate of his mother, and representing 
himself, brothers and sister, has directed 
that he be drawn upon for $15,000, to com­ 
plete the purchase sum for the reclama­ 
tion of Sutter’s Fort. This a graceful act, 
and it has been performed unsolicited and 
with that sincerity that leaves no sort of 
doubt concerning the pleasure it gives the 
heirs to contribute for so high a purpose. 
The benefaction is really in the interest of 
the people of all the State, for Sutter’s 
Fort and the tract surrounding the old 
fort house constitute a historic relic that 
excites the interest of all Californians, 
and that will become more and more pre­ 
cious as the years recede into past time. 
It now behooves the Native Sons of the 
Golden West, who have taken the matter 
in hand, to accumulate a fund for the re­ 
storation of the fort and the preservation 
of the relic from decay. Very many plans 
have been suggested, but we have heard 
of none that are superior to restoration of 
the walls of the fort and their encasing in 
cement; the beautifying of the grounds; 
the covering in of the old dwelling and 
store-house structure. Within the walls 
of this cover, which ought to be of iron 
and glass, will be gathered a museum of 
California history, where will be stored 
and preserved a great accumulation of 
relics and curiosities relating to the his­ 
tory of the State from the earliest period, 
and of the country under Spanish and 
Mexican domination. The grounds thus 
cared for will become an objective point 
for tourists,, and a constant source of sus­ 
tained pride to all Californians. So soon 
as the purchase of the site is completed, a 
guard should be stationed at the old aud 
only remaining building, for relic-hunters 
are daily making the crumbling structure 
more and more insecure, and shortly there 
will be very little of it left if some steps 
are not taken to care for it. 


HYPNOTISM AGAIN. 
The protest of the California Medical 
Society against indiscriminate experiment­ 
ing in hypnotism has received emphasis 
by the result of dabbling in the science in 
Lassell Seminary. 
It appears that a 
teacher has been training the young 
ladies in what it pleases her to term 
“nerve relaxation.” The claim is that it 
induces brain rest, nerve strength and 
composure. But since two young women 
came near losing their lives under the 
process, it has been discovered that the 
teacher, perhaps unwittingly, has been 
mesmerizing the scholars, and two who 
were brought so near to death’s door were 
hypnotized. 
At the last session of the physicians of 
this State, the convention entered a solemn 
protest against experimenting with hyp­ 
notism by the unskilled, and merely for 
matter of amusement. They declared that 
the influence is a powerful one, tends to 
destroy mental balance and break down 
the nervous system, and that it should be 
prohibited by law from being practised 
except by skilled scientists and physicians, 
and not even then for exhibition pur­ 
poses. The protest will be presented to 
the next Legislature, and then, what we 
may assume will be an amusing debate, 
will arise. For not one in fifty of the 
legislators will be likely to know anything 
definite about the subject—and it will be 
no reproach that they are ignorant of it. 
Probably a large projiortion of the legis­ 
lators will object to passing upon the pro­ 
posed bill, merely upon the strength of 
the protest of the doctors, for thty can 
truthfully say that not half nor a quarter 
o f the medical profession know any more 


SFEAEEE 
EEED 
ON THE 
NEGE0 
QUESTION. 
Speaker Reed, in a recent essay, declares 
that the expressed fear of the South of 
negro domination is insincere. For, he 
insists, every Southern man knows that 
there cannot by any possibility be negro 
domination in the United States. 
No Federal taxes will ever be imposed by the 
negro. No Federal control is within his power. 
If all this wrong at the ballot-box be needed to 
peeserve a proper local S: ate Government, to 
keep the Caucasian supreme in the State, not a 
living sould can dare to say that the same 
wrong, or any other, is necessary for Caucasian 
supremacy in the United States. In fact, trans­ 
ferred to the broader arena, the struggle is be­ 
tween the proud Caucasian and the Caucasian 
who is not no proud. It it be a race question, 
is there any reason why the white man in the 
South should have two votes to my one? Ib he 
alone of mortals to eat his cake and have it 
too? Is he to suppress hi* negro aud have him 
also? Among all his remedies, he has never 
proposed to surrender the representation which 
he owes to the very negro whose vote he re­ 
fuses. The negro is human enough to be repre­ 
sented, but not human enough to have his vote 
counted. Suppose it were a fact that negro 
domination and barbarism would follow from 
honest voting in the Southern State elections; 
suppose it were a fact that disregard of law and 
complete violation of the rights secured to the 
negro by the Constitution were absolutely nec­ 
essary to preserve the civilization of the Sonth; 
what has that to do with Federal elections? 
There has not been made any sufficient 
or logical answer to the charge that the 
Speaker revives, that while suppressing 
his vote, the negro’s poll is counted by the 
white citizen in the basis of representa­ 
tion in Cougress. Nor can the Speaker’s 
succeeding charge be successfully replied 
to, that violation of law is not necessary 
to preserve the United States. Upon the 
impregnability of this assertion the 
Speaker holds: 
Then, the question of race supremacy and of 
good government in the South has nothing 
whatever to do with that other question which 
concerns our whole people, whether the Re­ 
publican party of the United States shall re­ 
ceive and have counted the votes whiehfcbe- 
long to it by virtue of the Constitution 01 the 
country. If you tell us that these are ignorant 
votes and ought not to be counted, we answer— 
and the answer is conclusive—that ignorance is 
everywhere, and that the Democratic party 
never failed to vote its ignorance to the utter­ 
most verge of the law. Why should they, of all 
partisans, claim that only scholars should 
vote? 
This latter thrust will, of course, call 
out some vigorous Democratic replies. 
But, for the matter of that, both Demo­ 
crats and Republicans have voted ignor­ 
ance and will continue to do so. So long 
as no intellectual or educational tests are 
required, it is to be expected, nor indeed 
can it be consistently decried. Neverthe­ 
less the point mad*e by the Speaker is 
trenchant and forcible. If ignorance is to 
be voted among the whites, it does not lie 
in the mouth of any one to object to ignor­ 
ance among the blacks coming to the polls 
—the law is for either, and it prohibits 
neither. When the leaders at the South 
therefore plead the repression of the negro 
vote is justified by negro ignorance, they 
are insincere and illogical, and their plea 
is evasive of the true reason. 
THE LOTTEEY PEOPLE CHECKED. 
The lottery people in Louisiana are in a 
quandary. They are anxious to have the 
Democrats in the Legislature at Baton 
Rouge go into a caucus on the lottery bill. 
By that means, having a majority of the 
Democratic members already committed, 
they could tie up the votes of the anti­ 
lottery Democrats. But the latter are 
quite too shrewd to be thus taken in so 
easily. As Senator Phipps well put it : 
When the lottery question had been made a 
public issue in 1879 and 1882, the lottery men 
positively refused to go Into caucus, claiming 
that it was not a political question. Now they 
come to us and want to bold a caucus. It Is 
simply a question as to whose ox is gored. 
Who are the men who waut the Democrats 
to go into a caucus? It is the Republican 
lottery company, masquerading under the 
cloak of Democracy. We are dealing with 
a monster too enonnously corrupt to treat 
with him on any terms; much less should we 
allow him to select his own battle-ground. I am 
willing to fight it in the legislative halls, but, 
for one, I will not caucus with the lottery com­ 
pany. 
Unless the lottery people can bind the 
Democrats by caucus tactics there is 
strength enough in the Legislature on the 
anti-lottery side to defeat the gigantic 
swindle ; and then, provided the vicious 
agency does not succeed in breaking down 
some of the opponents of the infamy, the 
monstrous threat to Louisiana will pass by. 


A t the opening of bids the other day at 
1\ ashington for the building of two more 
armored cruisers for the American navy, 
California builders submitted the lowest 
offers, and it is reasonable to suppose, 
therefore, that the awards will be made to 
builders in this State. This will be a tri 
umph of which we will have every reason 
to be proud. So soon, now, as the contracts 
are let and the forge fires are kindled, it 
will be in order for the artisans who will 
be called to the work, to strike—that is 
the usual proceeding. 
Up in the State of Washington a large­ 
sized bribing and corrupting book ring, it 
is said, has been exposed, and in conse­ 
quence public indignation is at a white 
heat. What Washington needs to do is to 
follow the example of California, and 
make its own school-books. That plan 
effectually emancipated our communities 
from the domination of the school-book 
publishing rings, that prior to that practi­ 
cally ruled the State. 


S e n a to r E dm und s’ bill to turn over 
the escheated property of the “Holiness to 
the lyord” corporations of the Mormon 
Church, to the conservation of the common 
schools of Utah Territory, is an excellent 
bill to pass into a law. The ill-got wealth 
of these theocratic corporations can not be 
devoted to a better purpose. 
NOTE AND COMMENT. 
The Democrats of Tulare county do not 
seem to like Controller Dunn’s third-term 
aspirations A resolution recommending 
him to the delegates to the State Conven 
lion was debated in the Democratic Con 
vention of that county on June 2d. 
The Merced Star was one year old on the 
5th instant. It is a lively and enterprising 
youngster, and is located in a growing sec­ 
tion and ought to be a great benefit to Mer­ 
ced county. 


HEALTH OF THE STATE. 
The State Board's Report for May Is In­ 
teresting. 
Mortality reports received from 103 cities 
and towns throughout the 8tate, with an 
estimated popnlation of 766,625, give the 
number of deaths as 1,022—a monthly per­ 
centage of 1.33 per 1,000, or at the rate of 
15 96 per annum, which is a slight increase 
over last month. The principal causes of 
death are to be found among the diseases 
of the lungs and heart. Consumption 
caused 164 deaths. Pneumonia is credited 
with 97 deaths, 70 of which occurred in 
Ban Francisco, the remaining 27 beiDg 
scattered throughout the State, indicating 
a marked diminution in the frequency of 
the disease. Bronchitis gives a record of 
44 deaths. Of these 33 occurred in San 
Francisco, the remainder in single cases 
elsewhere. Congestion of the lungs was 
fatal in nine instances. Whooping congh 
was the cause of four deaths. Diphtheria 
and croup, collectively, were fatal in 27 
instances. Of these, 16 were from diph­ 
theria and 11 from cronp. Of the former, 
13 occurred in San Francisco, 1 each in 
Stockton, Los Angeles and Gridley. Cronp 
caused 8 deaths in San Francisco, 2 in 
Knight’s Ferry and 1 in Los Angeles. 
Cholera infantum is credited with 6 deaths 
in May. One each in Bakersfield, Salinas, 
San Francisco, San Jose, Needles and 
Fresno. This is an increase of 4 over last 
report. 
- 
Diarrhoea and dysentery were fatal in 
sixteen cases, which is more than double 
the mortality of the preceding month, and 
indicates an increased frequency of occur­ 
rence of these diseases. Scarlet fever was 
fatal in four cases—three in 8an Francisco 
and one in Woodland. Measles caused 
thirteen deaths in 8an Francisco and one 
in Los Angeles. Typho-malarial fever was 
fatal in but one instance. Typhoid fever 
caused sixteen deaths, which is a decreased 
mortality from the previous month. Re­ 
mittent fever is credited with two deaths. 
Cerebro-spinal fever caused seven deaths, 
which is a decrease of over one-half from 
previous report. Three of these deaths oc­ 
curred in San Francisco, and one each in 
Stockton, San Jose, Los Angeles and Lake- 
port. Erysipelas caused two deaths in San 
Francisco and one in Sacramento. Cancer 
was fatal to forty-four persons. Heart dis­ 
ease caused eighty-four deaths. Alcohol­ 
ism caused eight deaths. 
No deaths were reported in Visalia, 
Truckee, Rocklin, Roseville, Oakdale, 
Newman, Nevada City, Madera, Long 
Beach, Jolon, Igo, Forest Hill, Elsinore, 
Downieville, Dixon, Colfax, Colton or 
Biggs. 
The State Board of Health, in its monthly 
report, says, among other things: 
Reports of sickness received from ninety- 
two localities give very favorable records 
regarding the general health of the public. 
We find in many places that measles pre­ 
vail to a large extent, and that whooping- 
cough is almost epidemic in one or two lo­ 
calities. The weather for the month of 
May being quite favorable to those suffer­ 
ing from diseases of the respiratory organs, 
a marked decrease was noted in the preva­ 
lence ot pneumonia, bronchitis and in­ 
fluenza, while on the other hand an in­ 
creased prevalence was noted in the fre­ 
quency of bowel and stomach disorders. 
No cases of small-pox were reported in 
California. Dr. S. S. Herrick, the Medical 
Inspector appointed by this Board to inves­ 
tigate the towns near the southern border 
of the 8tate, reported to be the seat of 
small-pox, finds npon personal examina­ 
tion that the account received by the State 
Board of Health was very much exagger­ 
ated. He discovered no esses along the 
route of the Southern Pacific Railway, but 
found that there was small-pox in Las 
Cruces and other contiguous villages in 
New Mexico, but none so close to railway 
travel as to seriously threateu us at pres­ 
ent. Every precaution has been taken to 
prevent the spread of the disease into Cali­ 
fornia, and it is to be hoped our efforts will 
be successiul in this respect. 
In regard to the action brought in the 
Superior Court of Santa Cruz county by D. 
K. Abeel against D. C. Clark, Principal of 
the High School of that county, to compel 
the admission to the school of his two 
sons, D. K. and James, who were refused 
admission to the school because of non- 
complianqe with the Vaccination Act, the 
Court gave judgment in favor of the Princi­ 
pal, and, on an appeal, the Supreme Court 
affirmed the judgment. Concerning the 
decision, the Board says: 
This decision will be of invaluable bene­ 
fit to the State in a sanitary point of view, 
compelling, as it does, Boards of Educa­ 
tion and School Superintendents to do their 
duty in the premises, and give the children 
that protection from disease to which they 
are entitled by the State. If the rising 
generation is generally and carefully vacci­ 
nated with pure virus, in the hands of com­ 
petent operators, we may very soon bid de­ 
fiance to any extensive invasion of small­ 
pox. To obtain this resalt, however, vacci­ 
nation mast not be intrusted to any incom­ 
petent to determine which is a true and 
which a spurious vaccine vesicle. Upon 
this depends the value of the operation, 
the true vesicle being as infallibly protect­ 
ive as the spurious as surely fails in any 
protecting qualities. We must, therefore, 
urge upon Boards of Education and School 
Superintendents to discountenance, as far 
as possible, the vaccination of those com­ 
mitted to their care by any but educated 
physicians. The safety of the children is 
too serious a matter to he left in doubt, and 
donbt there will be where incompetence to 
distinguish success from failure prevails. 
Too M any T itles. 
Ever since the name of Pino Station was 
changed to Loomis by the railroad com­ 
pany, says the l'tacer Reimblican, the name 
of this place has been a source of confusion 
and numerous mistakes. The railroad and 
express office was Loomis, the postoffice 
was Pino and the school district was Smith- 
ville, under which last name all property 
was assessed. Postmaster Turner has suc­ 
ceeded in having the name of the postoffice 
changed to Iioomis, he having received no­ 
tice Tuesday morning that beginning with 
July 1st the place would be known as 
Loomis. An application will now be 
made to the Board of Supervisors to have 
the name of the school district changed to 
Loomis also.

W ILL APPEA L. 
Attorney Charles N. Post, who defended 
Freeman so ably at the trial and whose 
efforts came near saving the murderer’s 
neck, stated yesterday that he would cer­ 
tainly appeal the case to the Supreme 
Court, and thence to the United States 
Supreme Court. Bhould an unfavorable de­ 
cision be rendered by the State tribunal. 
“I will slick to the case to the last,” said 
Mr. Post, "and no one can say that I have 
not done my duty. 
I believe yet that 
Archie Wilkes will confess that he per­ 
jured himself at the trial. I am satisfied 
that that man did not tell the truth. It 
may be possible that both of them killed 
Feeney, but I would rather believe Free- 
n 'ln 's story, that they found Feeney in 
thUi barrel of water.”

Sheriff McMullen made another attempt 
yesterday to induce Freeman to tell who 
gave him the strychnine a few days ago. 
For three days, since the discovery, the 
condemned man has been kept in the dark 
cell, and allowed no tobacco or reading 
matter, nor has he been allowed to see any 
visitors. 
When the Sheriff visited him yesterday 
he asked that his tobacco and periodical 
supply be renewed, but the Sheriff said the 
request would not be granted unless he 
told where or from whom he received the 
poison. 
Freeman thought a while, and then said 
that a man nainetlJMurpby, who had been 
confined in the jail with him some weeks 
ago, but who had since been taken to Fol­ 
som, had given it to him. 
This story is apparently untrue, as it has 
been two weeks since Murphy left the 
County Jail, and on Monday Freeman de­ 
clared that he had only had the poison in 
his possession a couple’of days. 
Freeman also told the Sherifl yesterday 
that he did not know that the powder was 
strychnine. This was also a falsehood. 
When the poison was discovered a “dum­ 
my” powder was put in its place, but when 
it was given to Freeman he readily de­ 
tected the deceit and declared that the 
“ dnmmy” powder was not strychnine. 
Up to a week or so ago one of Freeman’s 
relatives visited him on an average twice a 
day and then suddenly stopped, and has 
not been seen at the jail since. Some of 
the officials believe that this person is the 
one who gave the murderer the drug and 
are making an investigation. 


W ILK ES’ ALLEGED STATEMENT. 
William Bowen, who was released yes­ 
terday morning from the County Jail after 
serving a term of 150 days for battery, 
called at the R ecord U n io n office and said 
he wanted to make a statement in regard to 
the Freeman murder case. 
Bowen said he intended to leave the 
city to hunt for work, but thought it 
no more than right and just towards 
the defendant Freeman, to 
tell what

presence of himself (Bowén) and four or 
five other trusties. Bowen said : “It was 
along about the 5th or (ith of March, when 
ten or twelve men came into the jail-yard 
and talked with Wilkes. I guess they were 
the Grand Jury or some other body, and I 
saw them examine Wilkes’ head, and 
heard them ask him a few questions about 
the mnrder. After they left Wilkes came 
over to ua boys and told us that Freeman 
didn’t murder Feeney at a ll; that he 
(W iikesland Freeman had been in town 
that day and both started home together. 
They onarreled on the way and both got 
very mad at each other. When thev came 
within sight of the ranch they saw Feeney 
stooped over the water-barrel, his head 
hanging in it. They went up and found 
him dead.” 
Bowen lnrther stated that Wilkes said he 
was going to send Freeman to jail if he 
could and would swear to a lie to do it. 
Bowen also made this statement to Free­ 
man’s attorney. 
During the trial another prisoner named 
Wilson went on the witness-stand and 
said that Wiikes had made a similar state­ 
ment to him. Wilkes, however, denied that 
be bad ever made such a statement.

General Casey’s L etter to Congressman 
Joseph McKenna. 
Dr. J. M. Dixon, Chairman of the E x e c ­ 
utive Committee of the Sacramento River 
Convention, yesterday received the follow­ 
ing letter from Congressman McKenna:

W est Point. N Y„ June 6.1890. / 
My Dear Sir: I have iust received a com m uni­ 
cation from G eneral Casey in regard to th e m at­ 
ter of your telegram about the Paine break, Sac­ 
ram ento river. It ssys, in substance, th a t the 
P aine break prevented other breaks, and prob­ 
ably the inundation of Sacram ento oity: th a t 
“ to close the break at once, th e result w ould be 
th e im m ediate breakage of the levees in the 
near vicinity, or th e inundation of th e city ot 
Sacram ento, as th e cross sectional area of the 
bed of th e river is insufficient to carry off the 
volum e o f w ater now in the river.

* 
* 
W hen th e w ork now being done by th e Govern­ 
m ent a t this crevasse, viz., the building of a 
brush sill about five feet in hlght across the 
bottom and sides of the crevasse, shall have 
been com pleted, it w ill divert m ore th an 30 per 
cent, of the w ater now flowing through the 
crevasse back into th e river, w ill probably pre­ 
vent further erosion or enlargem ent of the 
crevasse, produce greater scorning pow er on the 
so-called bar below the crevasse and perm it, 
w hen th e w ater falls, the raising of the brush 
sill to such a h ig h t as m ay be desired, w ith per­ 
fect safety, a t probably less th an h alf the ex­ 
pense, and w ithout any danger of causing ad ­ 
ditional crevasses or dam age to property not 
now inundated."

ORANGE 8HIPMENTS. 


The Southern Cargoes About Finished— 
—Not as Large as Last Year. 
The shipping of oranges from the south­ 
ern part of the State is about finished, and 
it is expected that there will be bnt a few 
carloads more sent East through this city. 
Up to date 55 carloads have been trans­ 
ferred here; 84 were sent to Portland and 
761 were forwarded to the East via Ogden.

Ban Francisco, June 11th.—T he County 
Grand Jury recently found eighteen indict­ 
m ents against H . J. Palm er for forging the 
nam es of workm en on the ranch of ec- 
Senator Jam es G .P tir, in Y d.o county, of 
w hich be was foreman, to receipts for 
wages, etc. The attorneys for the defend­ 
ant moved to set aside the indictm ents, on 
the ground that the forgeries were not com­ 
m itted in 1 this county, nor w ere the alleged 
forged papers legally 
transm itted from 
Yolo county; and, further, th a t the proper 
num ber of Grand Jurors (twelve) who 
found the indictm ents, d id not bear the 
testim ony in the m atter; or, in • other 
word", that only eleven Of the jurors find­ 
ing the indictm ents qualified to d o bo. In 
order to test the legality of the indictm ents. 
Judge Van lieynegoac 
sum m oned the 
G rand Jurors to appear in Court to-day to 
answ er questions 
A t51:90 o'clock the proceedinge began, 
th e defendant being represented -by attor­ 
neys G. R. E. Hayes and A. L H art; Dis­ 
trict Attorney Page. A ssistant District A t­ 
torney Campbell and E. 8. Pillsbury ap­ 
pearing for the people. 
Sir. H art urged ae another direction to 
th e indictm ents that the names of the w it­ 
nesses who testified before th e j ury did not 
appear on the indictm ents. 
The defendant was then arraigned upon 
-one of the indiotments, and bis attorneys 
m oved to set it aside np«n th e grounds 
abovestated, and especially that the nam e 
of witness D. W. Cavanaugh did not ap­ 
pear upon said indictment. 
H . J. H art wns the first witness called. 
H e testified that he is Secretary of the 
G rand Jury. 
E e did not know w hether 
h e had the minutes of the jury proceedings 
in his safe or not. 
The witness was excused «until 2 p. m ., 
and instructed to produce his m inutes in 
Court a t' that tim e. H e stated that the 
m inutes were kept on slips o f paper. 
O. F. Willey, another Grand Juror, was 
called to the witness stand. H e testified 
that L. A \ Grant, a m em ber of the jurv, is 
now in the Eastern States. At all of the 
exam inations of the Palm er m atter there 
was a quorum present. A t no tim e was 
m ore than two or three of the jurors ab­ 
sent. The first exam ination was in refer­ 
ence to $320 for a thoroughbred mare. 
"W as D. W . Cavanaugh 'called as a wit- 
nes?” 
“ I think he was.” 
"Did he testify as to certain conversation 
he had-with Mr. P alm et' ” 
The District A ttorney objected to the 
question, as it was prohibited by law to 
ask a juror what testimony was given be­ 
fore the jury. 
Objection sustained and an exception 
noted. 
The witness then said: "I would not be 
positive that Cavanaugh was a witness. 
T he m atter was going on for a m onth or 
so, and I cannot recollect the names of all 
the witnesses.” 
T. P. Riordan, another juror, partic­ 
ipated in the indictm ents found against 
Palm er. 
_ Counsel offered to show that some of the

I t Is Creating Q uite a Stir in tlie State oí

Sullivan had known Lieu­ 
tenant-Governor Laughton a num ber of 
years ago in Nevada. 8ullivan asked Laugh­ 
ton to identify him . The Governor said 
he would go to the bank with him . Sulli­ 
van assured him that this was not neces­ 
sary, and asked tbe Governor to indorse 
his identification on tbe back, which he 
did. The check was banded to Leach in 
this way.

H A R B O R COM MISSIONERS. 


Proposed Im provem ents on ttie City ftu n t 
in San Francisco. 
San F ranccsco, June 11th.—The Harbor 
Commissioners at a meeting to-day oecided 
to build a belt-line railroad along the water 
from Powell street to the Southern Pacific 
freight wharves, at the foot of Second-street. 
For the building of the road and tbs con­ 
struction of the proposed new depot build­ 
ing at tbe ferries it is estimated that 
. 
000,000 will be needed, and it is proposed 
to raise this amount by mortgaging the 
water lots belonging to the State, -the total 
valne of which is estimated at not less than 
$5,000,«90. 
The Harbor -Commissioners have not the 
power to do anything of this kind, without 
first obtaining authority from tbe Legisla­ 
ture, bwt they have already agreed to make 
the necessary formal application at the first 
opDortunity. 
The road which is to be bcilt, like the 
proposed new depot, is to be a “union” af­ 
fair, belonging absolutely to the State, no 
such thing as the leasing of aov portion of 
its extent to individual corporations being 
possible. 
The intention in that its use 
shall be open to all railroad companies 
having an entrance to the city, whether 
such roads be State, Pacific Coast or trans­ 
continental. 
Switch lines to the warehouses, etc., will 
be laid down at any point desired, the 
prime object being to make the belt line a 
great public convenience. 
The engines 
used will be the property of the 8tate, and 
the men employed State employes, a uni 
form rate per ton being charged all corpo­ 
rations on -freights transferred over the 
line. If competing overland roads require 
landings at :points on the bay, either west 
or south of the line as now projected, the 
State’s line will be extended aud connec­ 
tion made with these also.
